Hurrying past tbe AVatson, we saw the Kings- 
iaod Flats, and the famous Drake well, or as 
may be aptly termed the Pioneer, now only :i 
monument to departed greatness; now wo whirl 
round the ulRht cap, previous to reaching which 
we noticed a number of barrels of oil marked 
D. B. & S. scattered along the track occasioned 
as we understand by au accident. Stopping for 
a few moments at Miller station, we noticed the 
huge tanks connected \\ ith the pipe to FitUole. 
Alas for IMtholc ! where arc now your five to 
erven thousand barn-la of oil per day? and echo 
answers "played out," and we might truly nsk 
how arc you Miller pipes, Olcopolk ;»',/>«, Urn- 
ry1b Bond pipest or any other pipe*. We only 
v.Mi there was oil enough to satisfy your utmost 
cravings. 


Jt is but -A short dietmice from Miller's to Shaf- 


fer, and t. busy thriving town is thib Sliafler, 
judging from a casual glat.cc, one would sup- 
pose that oil enough w.is collected here to light 
up all creation, and bid defiance, to Sol himself. 
Thousands of packages arc here collected, to say 
nulling of tbe innumerable l:mkB built on cars, 
ivlucb arc coming into extensive use for the- 
transportation of oil, and bid fair to drive the 
coopers to the very vergeof desperation. Among 
the mobl prominent feaui.es, however, which we 
saw, were tbe large tanks built to receive the oil 
coining directly through the pipes from Uennc- 
Jioll Him, to tbe number of si'vcn ; each ofl.liOO 
bands capacity. 


AH"-- lca\ing Shn.fer we "miide trucks," on the 


IttU'U, to tlie ncxtslopping place of interest, called
